Roll thin pie pastry onoelRhth Inch 
thick, and cut Into circles about three 
Inches in diameter. On onC'OC the 
circles place a Ht>oon of mincemeat 
or fruit preserves, leaving plenty of 
space at the cdKcs, Moisten this 
epace all around, place another circle 
on top. and press the edges firmly to- 
gether. Fry in deep fat as for dough- 
nuts, or flautc with u little fat In a 
hot frying pan. turning the pie so 
that it will brown on both sides.

Spiced Apple Butter Tarts 
Line shallow tart pans with plain 
pastry, and (111 with apple butter. Mix 
until crumbly, 1 heaping tablcsiMiou 
flour, 2 heaping tablesixjons granulat- 
ed sugar and 1 -lablespoon butter. 
Sprinkle the top of the tarts gener- 
ously with this mixture and bake In 
a moderately hot oven until the 
pastry Is done and the top delicately 

brown,

Mincemeat Turnovers 
Roil pastry quite thin, and cut into 
three Inch squares. Place a spoon 
o]( mincemeat In the center of each 
square, moisten edges together with 
the tines of a fork. Bake flfteen to 
twenty minutes In a moderate oven.

Tartlets Supreme 

Line shallow tart pans with pastry, 
and bake in a hot oven. Meanwhile, 
manh 2 ripe bananas and add 1 cup 
granulated sugar, 2 unbeaten egg 
-whites nnd a bit of salt. Beat all to- 
gether until stiff and frothy. Add a 
little almond extract, and fill the tart 
shells with this mixture. Bake In a 
moderate oven until the filling Is 
thoroughly set. Cool, and top with 
whipped cream to which ^^ teaspoon 
of vanilla has been added. Dot the 
surface of the whipped cream with 
bltH of currant Jelly, and sprinkle 
with chopped nutmeats.

Mince Pie with Apple Meringue 
Dake a pastry shell as for any filled 
pie and fill with a one-pound Jar of 
mincemeat which hoa been heated to 
the boiling point. Top with apple 
meringue, made by folding Into 2 
stiffly beaten egg whites. 1 grated ap- 
ple mixed with V2 cup granulated 
sugar. Brown In a moderate oven for 
from ten to twenty minutes. 
* * * 
Jam Sandwich Biscuits 
Mix 2^i cups flour. Vj cup sugar, 
and a generous half cup of butter. 
Add 1 beaten egg. Knead well, roll 
thin, cut in small rounds and bake 
In a moderate oven until delicately 

hrown. 

While hot, put together In pairs, 
using apple butter or fruit preservoa. 
Dip In powdered sugar and servo.

One hundred Hfty of the most emi- 
nent religious leaders of America will 
meet la Chicago from December 4 to 
0, Inclusive, as members of the Kxecu* 
live Committee of the Federal Coim- 
clI of the Churches of ChrlHt In Amer- 
ica, which repre.Honts the united 
Protestant forccB of this country. 

The Federal Cotinell Is couHtituted 
by twenly-Boven Protestant Kvangell- 
cal denomlnntlonH. having approxi- 
mately ;:2.00O.00O mombere. The 
Executive Committee, which meets 
annually and coit.sI»ts of two repre- 
sentatives from each of the constitu- 
ent bodlcB. who are olllcially appoint- 
ed by these bodies, and one additional 
ropreseuiatlve for every 500,000 of Its 
communicants, or a major fraction 
thereof, together with the ofTlclals of 
the Federal Council, la the organiza- 
tion which Is to meet In Chicago, cele- 
brating the twenty-flrst anniversary of 
the organization of tho Council. 

The sessions of the Committee will 
be t^eld In the St. James .Methodist 
KplHCopal Church, 4Gth Street and 
Kills Avenue, and will be preHlded 
over by PrcHldcnt Waller L. LInKle 
of Davidson ColleKO, North Carolina. 
In rerosnitlon of the Council's "com- 
ing of age," a public meeting will be 
held on Thursday evening. December 
5. addressed b.v DIshop Francis J. Mr- 
Connell. prcBldent of the Council, who 
will luterpret the larger Hlgnlflcnnee 
of the movement toward church tod- 
erallon.

Twenty-one ycnrs ngo, there was lll> 
tia teamwork among the Christian 
dcnomlnatloMB. There was no national 
body thrmiKh which they could co- 
(iporatc. Today, twenty-seven denom- 
inations are working cloaoly together 
through the Federal Council of 
Churches. 

Twenty-one years hro, local coun- 
cils of ihurcIri'B or fedcrotlons for any 
rlty or atnte were Hcarcely heard nf. 
Today, witli the asslHtanco of the 
Federal Cnuncll, church federations 
Iiave been establlsliod In most large 
cities nnd state rouncIlB In hIx states. 

Twenty-one years bro. there was 
no concerted effort to stimulate and 
nHsInl churches In personal visitation 
evanKellRm. Todoy, through the Fed- 
crol Council, the denominations work 
nut programs for co-operative evan- 
gelistic effort. 

Twenty-one years ago, mlnlHters had 
no source for accurate Information 
concerning the social and Industrial 
changes which so vitally affect their 
minlfltry.

On Pope's 
Buggestlon. three per cent «f the 
money secured by the sale of public 
lands, which other states of the 
Northwest territory had been given 
on their admission for the building 
of roads and bridges was to he used 
In Ullnols for public -schools and the 
line as llxod by the Ordinance .»f 
1787 was moved farther north, giving 
tho state. frontage on l-ake MIchlKim. 
The line was llxed at 42 decrees a*RTl 
30 minutes, a strip of land CI miles 
wide from which It cdnnlles have 
fliricc been made was taken from 
Wisconsin' territory. This change in 
the boundary made it possible for Illi- 
nois to claim ChlcaRo. the lead m nes 
of Oalenu, and the Illinois and MU;bl- 
gan canal. On April IS. Congress 
adopted an act enabling the people of 
and IlxiUK ibo present l)ounduiy. 
Illinois to frame a Stale Constitution 
m July following members ot a 
Constltutlenai Convention were elect- 
ed This convention assembled on 
August 20 and adoptd tho first Con- 
smution of the State. Tho ilrst elec- 
lion of statu offlcers was held on 
September 17. and the first Leg sla. 
turo of the State offlcers was held on 
Soptombor 17. and the Qrst bta e 
bOKislatnro convened at Mskaskia 
. on October 5. The following da> 
Bhadrach Bond, tho first governor of 
State, and other state officers were 
inaugurated. This act formally ad- 
mitted Illinois as a state of the Fed- 
oral Union was adopted December J.

Elev.itors Up Valparaiso's Cliffs. 



(PrepArcd by tha NatlonRl Ofloffraplilo 
Suclity, Washlnston, D. C.) 

LIKI*: a vast jewel-studded nicklo, 
the lonir, curved shore lino of 
Valiiaralso Hashes and twinkles 
before tho traveler sailing Into 
the roadstead after nightfall. 

Straight handle and curving blade 
gleam foV miles through the darkness, 
and In tho distance fho jfwels rise 
higher and higher until they seem to 
Join the stars of heaven, causing one 
to wonder where earth ends and sky 
begins. 

When tho morning dawns and Its 
mists ar« burnt away the explanation 
of this magic night scene apiienrs. 

Out of the distance to the left 
cnnics the fine houlevard through 
Vina del Mar, Chile's summer resi- 
dential dreamland; Us lights formed 
the sickle's handle. ' Along the arc 
of tho shore creeps the boulevard and 
the connecting ilowntown streets; 
their lights outlined the curving hiade. 
At distances of from one to six blocks 
frcun the :.each, high hlurfs rise, their 
precipitous faces occupied by small 
houses anchored perilously to the 
rocks, and their heights crowned with 
tho more pretentious structures of 
tho older residential district ; tho 
lights along the rock stairs and walk- 
ways of cIllTsIde and height and In 
tho myriad windows of abutting 
houses were tltoso that seemed to sing 
with the stars, of the night sky. 

"Valpo," as the city Is called down 
Chile way, much after our North 
American fashion of sometimes short- 
ening Philadelphia Into "Phllly," has 
rendnded many travelers of other 
cities. The late Ford Bryce, great 
traveler that he was, found It re- 
calling Spanish and Italian municipali- 
ties which glitter on tho cliff-bound 
shores of the Mediterranean, particu- 
larly resembling Messina In being 
very long and extremely narrow, with 
the cllirs leaving nothing but a few 
blocks between their bases and the 
shore. Others ha%'o likened It to Treb- 
Izond on the Black sea, or huvo 
seen hits of Constantinople and Seat- 
tle In It. / 

Here and there steep paths and 
rock-hewn stairs lead up deep gullies 
that come down from the heights to 
the littoral, but with few exceptions 
they are too steep for aught but the 
feet of beasts and men. 

Up the ClIffB by Elevator*. 

In the main, communication between 
the business district below and the 
older residential district above Is by 
elevator and asccnsor, of which there 
aro a dozen or so. 

The main business street runs close 
to the foot of the rocky bluITs. and It 
la rather a striking experience to bo 
walking along with lino banks and 
stores on either side, and then sud- 
denly come to a cross street that be- 
comes a rocky stair winding its way 
i up tho cliff, or ending at an elevator 
\ which rises perpendicularly up the 
face of the natural wall. Toward the 
boundaries of tho old city, there Is 
one bifurcated ravlno through which 
trolley cars reach to points on the 
heights. 

Tho houses of the well-to-do on tho 
bluffs are surrounded by narrow, wind- 
ing streets, and one seldom sees a 
vehicle here. Tho market folk find 
their way around with pannlcrcd don- 
kcya and horses. 

The view of tho harbor from the 
balconies of tho cliff' dwellers Is a 
striking sight. Scores of ocean vessels 
ride at anchor, hundreds of small craft 
ply hero and there, and ^ne gets a 
blrd's-eyo view of tho busy accnea 
around the wharvea. along the water- 
front atrceta, and In tho business dis- 
trict 

Valparalso'H groat earthquake of 
1000 did little damage to the houaos 
on tho heights, ond even thoso hum- 
bler homes, which aeem to adhere to 
tho faces of tho cliffs as precariously 
as mud daubers' ne8^a to a wall, went 
through It unscathed: but when wo 
como down to tho alluvial ground of 
the business district and the crowded 
tenements, consclouanesa of thu great 
cataatropho la forced upon ua ; for tho 
debrla In aoma voctloni waa ao great 



that the city authorities abandoned 
tho Idea of Its removal nnd simply 
piled It Into the streets nnd laid new 
concrete thereon. Thorefnre, as one 
walks along, for blocks the steps go 
down from the street Into the houses — 
n mute hut elotpient reminder of tho 
extent; of tho damage. 

Trolleys and Busses, 

The transportation problem In Val- 
paraiso Is not as acute as In most 
cities. Tho heavy hauling Is done on 
streets near the water front, and there 
Is little u.s-e for carriages or automo- 
blto.H la the business district. The 
streets, therefore, aro almost com- 
pletely given over to trolley cars and 
husses. 3Iost of tho ranductors on tho 
cars are women, nnd a serlous-nilrided, 
■not-too-prepossesslng lot they aro. 

Most of tho trolley cars are double- 
deck vehicles. Tho fare on top Is 10 
ccntavos, the equivalent of 1.11 cents 
In United States currency, nnd tho 
fare below Is 20. centavos. Both men 
and women, outside the lower classes, 
win stand Jamtnod like sardines In a 
box below, rather than go up to the 
top where vacant seats are plentiful. 

There are a great many busses, and 
one wonders how tho trolley lines can 
llvo nt the rate of faro the municipality 
fixes nnd with the competition they 
havo to meet. 

On tho streets which parallel the 
main thoroughfare on the shoreward 
side, one sees much of native trans- 
portation. Trains of donkeys, with 
their slim bodies hung about with al- 
most every conceivable article, come 
and go. Some aro loaded with wine 
casks, others with sacks of Jhnir or 
cement, nnd still others with long 
pieces of Iron, with furniture, nnd 
even perambulators. Boards IG to 
liO feet long aro slung over the sides 
of the animals, sticking out many feet 
both fore rfnd aft. Tho Chileans have 
a way of making almost anything nc- 
commodate itself to packsaddle trans- 
portation. 

Sharing the streets with the' pack- 
aaddle donkeys are tho strings of 
carts, drawn in the fashion . of tho 
country— one horse hitched between 
the shafts, nnd at Us left a second, 
attached to the cart by means of a 
breast collar nnd a single ropo trace. 
This second horse carries a saddle, 
and the free end of the breast strap 
Is fastened thereto. Its main duty 
Is to carry the man who drives the 
cart. Tho single trace enables It to 
help out tho iiorso In the shafts on 
steep grades or In heavy mud. 
Lovely Vina del Mar, 

The life which ebbs nnd Hows down- 
town and on tha heights of Val- 
paraiso may bo picturesque and dis- 
tinctive, but tho real thrills arc re- 
served for thoso who go to Us Vina 
del Mar in summer. Playing tho dual 
rolo of an Atlantic City nnd a fash- 
ionable suburb, this ccmmunlty Is one 
vast fiower garden five miles long, 
climbing from the seashore to tho 
heights. Villas bowered In roses, 
wistaria, popples, paasles, blooming 
trees, nnd rich shrubs; chnleta stnnd- 
'Ing on terraces clad In all the gny 
colors of Chile's ilonil wealth; hlgh- 
wallcd gardens, formal In treatment 
hut warm and beautiful In aspect— all 
these Join with bluo aky. gray rocks 
nnd uUrnmarlno sea to make a set- 
ting for tho gny summer life for which 
tho great seaport baa long been fa- 
mous. 

Vina del Mar at the height of the 
summer social season Is the ve>y In- 
carnation of quiet, dignified amart- 
ncss. Tho magnificently matched 
horses drawing tho finest exaropica of 
the conch builder's art, tho dogcarts, 
and other types of horse-drawn vehl- 
clea aharc the boulevards with tho 
latest European and American custom- 
built motor cars. • ^ 

When tho Inland weather bccomea 
hot and dusty, all of the socially elect 
of Santlaf;o nnd of tho other citlea 
nnd towna of central Chile como down 
and take villaa 9r cha'^ets here. 

Ilorao racing la a passion with the 
Chileans, and tho sfinimcr racing sea- 
son ut the Vina del Mar Jockey club 
brings to Ua tracks tho beat stables 
of tho wbolo country.
